STORM 
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(THE POLITICAL SITUATION 
IN GREAT BRITAIN 


The break-up of the Coalition Gov- 
= ernment, the resignation of Lloyd 
George and the impending general 
election have produced a situation in 
; Great Britain of which the one -out- 
vs standing feature appears:to be con- 
+ qt, fused uncertainty. The war to a 
* great extent destroyed the old party 
*” divisions and made obsolete or forced 
»' @ golution of certain fundamental 
. questions, while bringing to the fore 
others in their place. The old politi- 
v= eal parties have lost hold of their 
- more or less traditional creeds and 
‘’ for the moment have been unable to 
find or formulate new creeds to take 
their place. The economic situation 
, of the country has changed, and is 
- very critical. Great social changes 
have taken place. The land of Brit- 
ain has largely changed or is chang- 
ing hands. Yet in hardly any sphere 
‘is there much sign of a _ clearly 
’. shaped policy or any great construc- 
: tive leaders to carry it out. 
In sucha situation, when principles 
“ are lost sight of or obscured, almost 
“ inevitably personalities have taken 
their place, and the personality which 
‘«, stands out far above all others is that 
of the .late Prime Minister, Lloyd 
George. Possibly by reason of his 
character, and still more by reason of 
the great events with which he’ was 
associated in so dominant a position, 
he is inevitably one of the great 
figures {n the history of the country. 
As to his war record there is little 
« division of opinion. Perhaps’ the 
, pacifists and pro-Germans may ven- 
ture to critiicise it, but such criticism 
*. 4g merely the result of baffled hos- 
tility to the policy which fought Ger- 
many to the end, and refused to com- 
promise. The vast majority of the 
British people regard Lloyd George as 
the statesman who more than any 
other deserves the credit for winning 
the war, and rightly they are inclined 
to extend that credit to cover the 
deficiencies of his post-war policy, 
deficiencies of which it is hardly 
. possible to deny the seriousness. It 
is only now when the difficulties and 
dangers of the country have grown to 
, Such proportions as to threaten com- 
plete catastrophe that the opposition 
to Lloyd George has become strong 
enough to force him to resign. 
It is difficult to form a clear esti- 
‘ mate of a character which has provok- 
ed such extremes of admiration and 
} hostility, but the key to it would seem 
- to He in this fact; Lloyd George is 
) essentially a man of first rate energy 


. driving force and courage, ‘but of 
second-hand and even second rate 
ideas and brains. Throughout his 


career his strength has lain not in 
originality. in polfcy but in his skill 
jn estimating the more or less in- 
articulate wishes and aims of the 
mass of the nation, and giving to 
them vehement expression in word 
and action. It was this power which 
explained, the hold he obtained on 
the masses in his pre-war daye. He 
alone appeared to be able and willing 
to lead them at all costs to the attack 

, on what they regarded, rightly or 
wrongly, as the unfair privileges and 
“monopolies of the wealthier classes. 
Whether his policy in the matter was 

‘ wise or prudent, they were neither 
able nor anxious to decide. They 
knew only that their lot in life was 
hard, that they saw others whose lot 

“ was easy, and who appeared to enjoy 
that easy lot at the expense of their 
Jess fortunate countrymen, and here 
was @ man able to voice, their griev- 
ances, ready to do so in face of 
storms of abuse from the powerful 
classes he was assailing, and prepared 
~to carry out a policy at least osten- 
sibly designed to remedy those egrlev- 
“: ances or to destroy those believed to 
be responsibie for them. Therefore 
‘the masses were devoted to Lloyd 
George. Then came the war, and at 
first he hesitated, and was inclined to 
‘Vsten to those who advised the 
cowardly and dishonourable but .sup- 
posedly profitable policy of neutral- 
ity. ;Iortunately circumstances. and

a gradual recovery from the wounds 
and exhaustion of the war. 


BIBLE ADDRESS AT 
ST. LUKE'S 


Following the- precedent set at the 
last lecture, the Revd. Arthur Murphy, 
M.A., addressed the young people for 
a few minutes on Thursday evening 
last, previous to the delivery of his 
scheduled address. :

forced the country to intervene in the 
warinspiteofhis and others’ hesita- 
tion., Once the war was begun, and he 
realised that the spirit of the nation 
was overwhelmingly behind the war, 
he quickly adapted his attitude to 
suit the position and became the 
fiercely energetic driving war minis- 
ter with his mind concentrated on 
and absorbed by the carrying oitt of 
the clearly defined and single national 
aim—the defeat of Gérmany. As such 
a minister he inevitably came to the 
front and replaced the feeble and 
hesitant Asquith with his personal 
defects and dubious domestic influ- 
ences. Men like Lord Milner might 
be, almost certainly were, Lloyd 
George’s superiors in “brain power 
and initiative, but none could express 
as he could the -unwavering national 
purpose of victory, none could inspire 
and drive on as he did the -agents of 
that purpose, from generals to muni- 
tion workers. The victory in the 
field was rained, and in the moment 
of that victory: Lloyd George’s work 
was done, and’ his virtue from the 
national standpoint went out of him. 
When he cnuarrn-ec tht terms of the 
armistice in the House of Commona, 
he used words which were of fatal 
effect from that moment on. “So 
ends,” he said, “the greatest war 
that the world has seen.” The war 
was not ended; a great, a decisive 
victory in the. field had been won, but 
until a peace equally decisive had been 
made, the war was not ended, the 
danger was not over. Yet with those 
words the purpose of the nation re- 
laxed. In a moment the national 


attention was diverted from the 
enemy to its own wounds, its own Jacob was a mature man when his 
needs, its own pleasures, and from | father Isaac’s eyesight failed. Feeling 


he was on the point of death, Isaac 
désires to make his will, so he calls; 
Esau, his elder son, and desires him 
to go out and secure him some veni- 
son so that he may partake of it and 
bless him before hedies. He departs 
to do his father’s behest, and, being 
away, Jacob, his brother, instigated 
by Rebekah, by deceit and craft, caus- 
ed Isaac to bless himself instead of 
Esau. Three distinct lies were told 
by Jacob and an act of gross deceit 
was practised before Isaac’s suspic- 
ions were allayed. 

Having thus supplanted his brother, 
Jacob was the direct object of Esau’s 
intense hatred, and he vowed he 
would murder his brother Jacob., 

To avoid his brother, Jacob escapes 
and journeys to Padan—aram, 450 
miles through a part of the great 
desert, and over the river Euphrates. 
At Luz, a place 45 miles distant from 
Beersheba, he lies down with his cloak 
around him and a stone for a pillow 
under his head, and dreams of a 
stairway from earth to heaven with 
the angels ascending and descending 
upon it, and above the Lord, saying, 
“I am the God of Abraham and the 
God of Isaac... and thy seed shall 
be as the dust of the earth... and, 
behold, I am with thee and will keep 
thee.” Genesis 27:13-15. 

Jacob now becomes a changed man. 
He dedicates his substance and him- 
self to Jehovah. He sets up a pil- 
lar and calls the place Bethel—house 
of God. Jacob now meets” with 
Rachel, Laban’s daughter, and asks 
for her hand. Laban forces him to 
| work for 14 years with him before he 
grants his request! Jacob now leav- 
es Laban, taking with him his wives 
and™“thildren and all his stock, and 
returns to his own land. Hearing 
that his brother with 400 armed men 
is approaching to attack him, he is 
greatly afraid and earnestly prays 
for help to Jehovah. 

See Genesis 32:9-12. This is the 
first recorded prayer in the Bible. In 
it we notice three things: 

(a) God’s promise is recalled by 
Jacob: 

(b) The note of unworthiness in it. 
(c) The element of thankfulness in 


that moment the lack of clear nation- 
al purpose, the confused blundering, 
the internal friction and _ intrigue. 
The problems of the peace were enor: 
mously difficult; they needed highly 
skilled and technical knowledge of 
foreign countries. The average Brit- 
on was hopelessly at sea with them, 
and Lloyd George with no policy or 
ideas of his own and no clear nation- 
al purpose to guide him, became in a 
moment the uncertain wavering op- 
nortunist who has from that time 
been the despair and exasperation of |. 
our former allies. The result is only 

too obvious. The prestige of his war 
career was enormous. He is not so 
superlatively modest a man as to be 
able to realise his deficiencies for the 
situation and trust for advice to well 
chosen agents. The United States 
soon withdrew from active partici- 
pation in European affairs. Great 
Britain remained enormously the 
most powerful of the allied or enemy 
powers. The British premfer had no 
settled policy of his own and would 
not delegate his power to any of his 
colleagues and from Great Britain 
came no clear leading in the very 
difficult situation. The end of it all 
is that four years after the armistice 
Europe is on the edge of another 
great war, which may only narrowly 
be averted, is still divided by bitter 
hostilities, still standing perilously on 
guard, one nation against another, 
still in danger of economic collapse 
and chaos. For that position Lloyd 
George must bear much of the re- 
sponsibility. Because of it his gov- 
ernment has fallen and he is fighting 
an election in the remarkable posi- 
tion of a man without either a policy 
or a party. 

The international situation has 1n- 
evitably dominated the internal situ- 
ation of Britain. Until Europ: set- 
tles down to peaceful work and trade, 
British industries must remain in a 
depressed state, British unemploy- 
ment must be widespread, and the 
questions of taxation and the means 
of livelihood must overshadow all 
else. For the time being other ques- 
tions are in abeyance. Ireland has 
ceased to be a topic of controversy 
The people of Great Britain are 
watching the struggle of the Southern 
Irish government against the Repub 
licans with a mixture of disgusted in- 
difference and grim satisfaction ai 
seeing Ir{shmen reviling and icilling 
one another instead, of Englisnnen. 
Tariff questions are In such a state 
of confusion that no party seems able 
to put forward a clear-cut policy in 
regard to them. Labour ‘questions 
are cute enough and labour politicians

greatest delicacies in mountain game. 
John Shanks,‘ manager of the 
Brazeau Colleries, was. the genial and 
efficient toastmaster of the evening. 
After formally welcoming the _ visit- 
ors, Mr. Shanks gave some very in- 
teresting information in reference’ of 
his company. and its operations, which 
include the activities of the town, due 
to the fact’ that the town aite is 
merely leased from. the government, 


.| and’ all- buildings \and’ improvements: 


are owned and controlled by 
company. 

Mr. Shanks took occasion to chal- 
lenge certain statements in some of 
the daily papers recently, when the! 
mines were referred to as “German | 
owned.” Mr. Shanks stated that 40 
perecnt. of the stock of the {company 
had been owned by the German De- 
velopment Co. prior to the war. This | 
stock was now being held and admin-| 
istered by the Dominion Government 
as security for the payment of Ger- 
man debts. The remaining 60 per- 
cent., being the controlling interest, 
was held by Canadi2n financiers. Un- 
der no stretch of the imagination 
could it be said that the mines were 
German-owned. ‘ 

Mr. Shanks pointed out that they 
had a compact town with. escent 
all modern conveniences—water- 
works, electric lighting, :° sewerage, 
etc., and’a population of 1400 people. 
$150,000 had een spent. on non- 
revenue producixg. improvements, in- 
cluding streets,’ etc. It had’ been \@if- 
ficult-to keep ahead of the demand 
for buildings, and even now 30 new 
houses are ‘needed, and an effort. was 
being made to build ag many of these 
as possible before winter sets in. ~ 

At present, the mines are producing 
50,000 tons per month, but the .re- 
sources of the Nordegg field are such- 
that even if the 3 output of the mines 
is doubled, the “Coal in that vicinity 
will last for centuries to come. Nor- 
degg is no single-generation-town. 
It is bound to grow, and the speaker 
hinted that a regular town organiza- 
tion might be put into operation in the 
not far distant future. . . 

At present the coal consumption on 
the prairies for all purposes is 4 tons 
per capita, and if the population is 
doubled in the next ten years, or mar- 
kets are extended, the output of the 
mines will have to be increased. For 
that reason, even if for no other, Nor- 
degg is interested in colonization ef- 
forts. 

Nordegg was also vitally interested 
in the development and welfare of the 
National Railways, the people’s own 
road. It is “Our Railroad.” 

In conclusion, the chairman said 
that fhe SBrazeau Colleries were 
strongly entrenched, producing a high 
grade of coal. . 

They were well prepared. to meet 
the-rising tide of prosperity. and to 
make their full contribution to the 
development of Western ‘Canada. 

Dr. Shillabear,. in proposing the 
toast of “The King,” took oc¢asion to 
refer to the happy relationships 
which exist between Canada and the 
British Crown. He considered the oc- 
casion as a most important event for 
Nordegg, and should go a long way 
toward putting the town oh the map.

He took pride in the road as a 
National railway: Mr. Kidd stated 
that they were organizing a Curling 
Club at present, and that they, had a 
Hockey Club already. ‘they hoped to 
have some matches during the season 
with Red Deer and other places, and 
assured his hearers that they could 
look for a real argument. 

The chairman wanted to assure the 
visitors that they would enjoy the 
natural beauty of the place, and if 
they wanted a health resort, they had 
a sulphur spring near there that 
“stinks four times worse than any- 
thing they have at Banff.” 

W. J. Botterill, President of the 
Red Deer Board of Trade, and conse- 
quently regarded as the daddy of the 
party, was the first to reply. He had 
thoroughly enjoyed the trip, and 
greatly appreciated the opportunity 
of visiting Nordegg and the glad hand 
they had received. 

They were indebted to Mr. Brown 

and his executive for their presence, 
The advent of the Natlfonal ‘Railways 
means much to Red Deer in giving 
direct connection with a lot of valu- 
able territory, especially Nordegg and 
the western mining centres. 
- Mr. Botterill assured the people of 
Nordegg that Red Deer sports 
would be glad’ to mingle with them, 
and that the business men _ would 
welcome’ them. He thought they 
would be well advised to organize a 
Board of Trade, even if it’ was a 
closed, town, as this would help to 
promote good fellowship.

G, W. ‘Smith,..M.L.A., congratulated 
the... people ‘of. Nordege on: the mag- 
nificent spread they had _ provided. 
He was so ‘well ‘pleased ‘with Nordegg 
that he might: apply to-‘the  legis- 
lature to ‘have Nordegg annexed to 
his constituency. He had: been in 
this country 87 years on the 18th of 
the present: month,’and ;had seen a 
great deal of development during that 
time. , He referred .particularly. to.the 
presence at the banquet of his ~ old: 
friend, Geo. Brewster. He was agree- 
ably surprised‘to see the- condition of 
the roadbed, and hoped it would not 
be the last occasion on which he 
would visit Nordegg. 

Rev. -Mr. Smeaton was called upon 
to speak on his work at Nordegg. He 
considered the young life to be our 
greatest asset. Tt was- essential to 
build up a Canadian national spirit, 
and for this reason he was glad to 
see that organized work for boys and 
girls was not being -negtected at Nor 
degg. They. have the C.S.E.T. and 
the C.G.I.T. The church there is in 
use every night of the week except 
Saturday. . Nothing was said about 


-the denomination’ that Mr. Smeaton 


represented, or the church that he 
serves. It is juat-the Nordegg church. 
At present they are clearing ground 
for football, baseball, volley ball, etc., 
the boys themselves doing most of 
the work. They are negotiating now 
for camp sites for both boys and 
girls. Everyone around the institu- 
tion works, and Mr. Smeaton felt sure 
that in almost any line of sport they 
could “lick any team on the map." 

W. A. Brown, General Supt. of the 
Western Division, Canadian National 
Railways, gave the address of the 
evening. He assured his hearers that 
‘he had thoroughly enjoyed the pres- 
ent trip. True, he had received con: 
siderable correspondence from ‘the 
‘Secretary of the Red Deer Board of 
Trade, but the people of Red Deer 
had been very patient. He was glad 
that the Hne was now operating into 
Red Deer and hoped that it would 
give good service. He had intended 
putting on service onthe first of July, |- 
connecting with the lines to Calgary 
and Edmonton, but this action had 
been delayed. He hoped to arrange 
better connections later on. 

Mr. Brown emphasized the need of 
co-operation as one of paramount: im- 
portance in making the National Rail- 
ways a success. He frequently re- 
ferred to the road as “your railroad” 
during the progress of his speech. 
He had nothing but kind words for 
the C.P.R., but the people were bound 
to consider the success of their own 
lines as essential to the progress of 
Canada as a whole, 

It is not always possible to grant 
local requests. The management 
only have a certain amount of money 
to spend, and this must be used 
where it will serve the greatest num- 
ber of people. There is always a cer- 
tain amount of criticism, and as long 
as it is constructive in its character, 
it will be welcomed by the manage- 
ment. With his 43 years’ experience 
in railroading west of the Red River, 
he had always found very little diff- 
culty in adjusting matters with in- 
dividuals or localities. 

Service was the chief aim of the 
National railroad, and their desire to 
reach a maximum of-efficfency in this 
regard was constantly .being — trans- 
lated into action. The condition: of 
the road was constantly improving. 

Mr. Brown instanced the case of 
the section ,of the line from Drum- 
heller to Kindersley, where there 
were 340 cars on the ties’ in the 
month’ of January, 1921. That. year 
they spent $240,000 in repairs to the 
line.
